aim of finding out the conditions 
of a separate peace with the Ger- 
mans. It Is understood the meet- 
ing did not remain without re- 
•uTtS." 


The British reiterated that 
no 
peace would be negotiated with 
the Germans without the full ac- 
cord of all the Allies, including 
Russia.

SECRET WEAPON OF 
GERMANS DECLARED 
TO BE ROCKET BOMB 


STOCKHOLM, Jan. 
The secret weapon about which 
Ucrman propagandists have been 
boasting recently wag described 
by the Swedish press today as a 
"liquid air" rockot bomb of great 
destructive power which can ba 
employed against targets 70 miles 
away. 
The Swedish paper 
Stockholm 
Htdnlngen, said neutral military 
experts had received Information 
that the new weapon was being 
icadled for final tests and that it 
probably would be tried out on 
the Russian front before being 
used against Great Britain, 
Tho paper said It was under- 
stood that the bomb was propelled 
to a height of more than 30 miles 
by rocket power—although somn 
experts were represented as skep- 
tical on this score—and then was 
designed to glide to its ultimate 
target. 
Preliminary tests were reported 
to have been made In Austria and 
an eyewitness of the 
explosive 
effects of the bomb was quoted as 
aaying: 


"It was as If bushes, trees and 
everything had been smashed to 
atoms by the blast. 
A strange- 
looking orange and blue flamo 
hangs in the air for minute* af- 
terward." 
The rocket bomb was said to 
have three chambers—one loaded 
with 1,000 pounds of "liquid air," 
the second with 500 to 700 pounds 
of explosives to drive tho rocket 
ond the third with a quicksilver 
detonating fuse set off by a ra- 
dlo-actlve aalt solution.

each accompanied by a soldier, 
pnd each using a regular OI mess 
kit. 
Pvt. Jenkins was working 


In the moss hall, so he helped 
serve them. 
"We had a Christmas tree for 


them, and pood old Santa was 
here. He came in a jeep and we 
unhooked one side of the tent and 
ho camo rolling right in. Lots of 
the 
little girls were scared of 


Stntn, but you should have seen 
them, they were so proud. Each 
one got a doll, and a big sack of 
candy. We each put in the money 
to buy the toys, such as we can 
buy over here," 


Pvt. Jenkins went on to say 


in his letter, that after the party 
was over he hurried back to his 
tent, and "tore 
Into my boxes" 


which were received

wife because for him It was not 
only Christmas, but his birthday, 
too. 


In closing his letter, the soldier
